~ Values In Higher Education 


Of what value is a University education? 

This is not a new question but it is one which is frequently raised and 
perhaps more so in the past few years than in any similar period in the past. 

It is a question to which no hard and fast answer, unalterable as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians, can be given. It is one, however, which 
many parents, who have scrimped and sacrificed many of the pleasures, yes, 
and even the necessities of life to send one or more offspring to an expen- 


sive fount of wisdom, must have asked themselves and are still asking 
themselves, in the light of subsequent results, 
Theoretically, of course, there is only one answer to the question. In the 


educational cloisters there is strongly represented a school of thought which 
firmly adheres toethe doctrine that no one can get too much education, that 
@ University course cannot be otherwise than beneficial and that no one can| 
possibly take the training which leads to a sheepskin parchment without 
reaping lasting benefits, material, social and cultural, therefrom. 


On the other hand, there is a growing body of public opinion that is 
not prepared to subscribe in toto to this belief, while there are some who 
go even farther and assert emphaticaly that not only is a University educa- 
tion a waste of money, but that it is actually detrimental in the after- 
struggle to carve a niche for oneself in the world of business affairs. 


Included among the proponents of the latter dogma are the parents 
of boys and girls who have seen their offspring leave these halls of learn- 
ing, presumably a finished product, only to find there is no place for them 
in the commercial sphere, or in the alternative, one which does not measure 
up to the attainments of the applicant, while lads and lassies who stepped 
on the low rungs in office or store as public or high school neophytes are at 
least making a living, even though a meagre one, and some of them moving 
up towards an executive’s desk. c 


But even after making allowance for what is presumably the tempor- 
ary effect of depressed conditions the same proponents point to the large 
number of so-called. self-made men who to-day are leaders in their respec- 
tive business spheres in comparison with the number of, University gradu- 
ates occupying similar posts, in support of their contention that higher 
education is of little or no value in post graduate life, except among the 
professions. 

The present day tragedy of the unwanted varsity graduate is at least 
to some extent a corollary of the economic and agricultural depression 
and its aftermath. Where this is not the sole reason for their plight, other 
answers must be given to the question of the why and the wherefore. 

As is so often the case in attempting to answer a general question, the 
truth is not to be found in the viewpoint of the extreme dogmatist at either 
pole. For few problems is there a “yes” or “no’’ solution. There are condi- 
tional clauses and individual factors for which provision must be made in 
answering almost any question of sweeping application.. And it is so in 
this case, 

Setting aside for the moment the effect of temporary economic dis- 
abilities it can _be said without fear of supportable contradiction that the 
value of a University education to youth depends on the ability and aptitude 
of the applicant for admittance, the avowed purposes of the institution 
itself, the fitness of its aims and the manner in which it discharges its obli- 
gations. 

In other words if a full harvest is to be borne, the student soil must 
be both receptive and productive and the institution must be ready and 
able to plan the right kind of viable seed in the right manner for that 
particular soil. 

In far too many cases one or other of these requisities is lacking, The 
student may be mediocre or lack capacity to take advantage of the facili- 
ties offered or, on the other hand, the institution may not be geared up to 
provide the particular type of training best suited to the requirements of the 
student. In other instances the student's aspirations are immature. He has 
no particular goal in sight and in such cases waste of time and money are 
the inevitable result. 

Before deciding to make great sacrifices to their own detriment or to 
the disadvantage of other members of the family to send a son or daughter 
to a university, parents would be well advised to make a careful and im- 
partial analysis of the ability, the capacity and the aspirations of the would- 
be college graduate, and having done this to make sure that the institution 
to which he or she is to be sent fulfils the requirements, lest disappointment 
ensue,

Faster Cruising Speed Of 
Commercial Planes Provides 


A Proble 


Increase of nearly 100 miles an 
hour in cruising speed of commercial 
planes in the past five years has pro- 
vided a problem for airports on the 
trans-Canada airways that the gov- 
ernment is meeting with direct finan- 
cial assistance. 

Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of trans- 
port, explained the purpose behind a 
recently-signed order-in-council em- 
powering the government to assist 
municipalities on the trans-Canada 
airway which will be tnaugurated 
next summer. 

“Some years ago,” he said, “a num- 
ber of cities on this route provided 
airports at their own expense, but 
progress in aviation has brought 
larger and faster aircraft into use 
and faclities which were satisfactory 
at that time no longer meet the 
needs of modern air services. 

“It is felt that the efficient opera- 
tion of the trans-Canada airway is 
contingent on the provision ‘of pro- 
per airports in the principal cities to 
be served and the financial position 
of those cities to-day renders it diffi-, 


| 


cult for them to undertake the im-, 


provement of existing airports or the: 
provision of new airports suitable to’ 
modern requirements. 

“The government has, therefore, 
undertaken to extend a measure of 
financial assistance to the municipali- 
ties concerned to the extent of not 
more than one-third of the amount 
already expended by such municipali- 
ties on improved airports; also not 
more than one-third of the amount | 
which any municipality on the trans-| 
Canada airway may agree to expend) 
on improvements to existing or new. 
airports on the airway.”

Says Canadians Are Slipping In Use 

’ Of Good English 

C. Egerton Lowe, international ex- 
aminer of the Trinity College of 
Music, London, Engiand, says Cana- 
dians are slipping as far as the Eng- 
lish language is concerned.

He describes the lapse as “lip and

but personally I do 
think it a pity; English ts such a 
beautiful language—this ‘English of 
Shakespeare, Milton and a hundred 
others.” 

“When in Toronto in 1928 {t was 
the exception to find wrong pro- 
nunciation of words and mispronunci- 
ation of the vowel ‘uv’ and of the 
Short ‘a’ where we use the broad 
‘a’, but now the Canadian speech is 
going well on the American side 
rather than the English side, and 
this makes a difficulty where candi- 
dates in our examinations are recit- 


| ing great English verse or prose. 


“Undoubtedly to-day the language 
is being corrupted in a great many 
ways, and while I don’t like to speak 
with disrespect about any country, 
the Americans among themselves 
have corrupted the English Tang- 
uage,” he said. “In fact, it is not the 
English language that is being spoken 
in America to-day.’ It is the Ameri- 
can.”

‘Cows,’ 
she told the American association for 
the advancement of science, “catch 
on quicker, remember better.” The 
horse has gained his reputation for 
intelligence because of the fact that 
he trusts man far more than any 
other barnyard animal. Miss Gardner 
found no difficulty in teaching sheep 
to do tricks, such as taking a hand- 
kerchief out of her pocket, rolling a 
barrel and shaking hands, “just as 
easily as a horse.” So now we may 
be expected to extoll “cow sense” as 
the ideal of solid thinking.—Detroit 
Saturday Night.

Interesting figures were revealed 
at a conference attended Wy repre- 
sentatives of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, the United States Government, 
provincial governments and others 
concerned, called to consider matters 
relating to conservation of wild ani- 
mals and birds. It was reported that 
the annual turnover in Canada’s busi- 
ness directly dependent on migratory 
birds alone amounted to $3,500,000, 
and insectivorous birds are estimated 
to have an annual value to Canadian 
production of $100,000,000. 

Rapid depletion of game supplies in 
the southern parts of the Prairie 
Provinces and elsewhere were re- 
garded with concern, but a report 
was received from the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm at Ottawa that suc- 
cessful breeding of wild ducks in 
captivity had been demonstrated. It 
was intimated that this industry 
might grow to large proportions but 
legislation would be necessary to per- 
mit the sale of wild ducks when 
raised under domestic conditions. 

The Indian, apparently, compares 
favourably with the white man as a 
conserver of game. The delegates 
paid tribute to the Indians in this 
connection and complained of- the

A despatch from Washington says 
that United States waterfowl hunters 
are organizing to improve the “duck 
factories” of Canada. 

The More Game Birds foundation 
announced the formation of “Ducks 
Unlimited,” a national organization 
of American hunters incorporated as 
& non-profit foundation. Its objective 


will be to preserve and restore Cana- . 


dian duck breeding grounds. 

“The program calls for the raising 
of several hundred thousand dollars 
annually during the next five years,” 
the announcement said. “All capital 
to repair the duck factories will be 
raised in the United States. 

Although more than $20,000,000 of 
United States government money has 
been spent on water and waterfowl 
restoration projects in recent years, 
the foundation estimates only five pér 
cent. of the prairie-breeding ducks 
now nest in the States. Thirteen per 
cent. nest in the southern half of 
the Canadian provinces, Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba, and 82 per 
cent., have been driven further north. 

‘Premiers of the Canadian provinces 
and conservation groups have offered 
their co-operation. It is proposed to 
set aside and place under supervision 
possibly a milion acres of Canadian 
refuges.

Hard On Astronomers | 


Eclipse Of Sun Will Last Longest In | 
Middle Of Pacific Ocean 

The longest total eclipse of the sun 
since 1804, lasting seven minutes and 
four seconds, is the chief event on 
the astronomer’s calendar for the 
new year. This will happen on June 
8. Unfortunately, there is no land 
at the place where it lasts longest, in 
the middle of the Pacific Ocean. Use- 
ful observations can be made from 
shipboard, but the slight unsteadiness 
of a ship, even on a calm sea, will 
prevent many researches for which 
this long eclipse would be ideally 
adapted. 

The shadow will first touch earth 
in the Pacific Ocean in the vicinity 
of the New Hebrides, where thé sun 
will rise eclipsed. Then it crosses the 
ocean and leaves the earth in Peru, 
where the sun sets while still hidden 
At both the beginning and end of 
the track, the duration will not be as 
much as at the centre, and the sun 
will be very low in the sky, which 
will hamper observations.—Detroit 
Baturday Night.

“Prices for newsprint have shown 
a slight increase during the. past year 
and this, together with a heavier 
volume of sales, has brought en- 
couragement to the newsprint in- 
dustry. 

“In the lumber industry there has 
been a satisfactory volume of de- 
mand from Great Britain ever since 
the beginning of their building boom. 
This demand has been maintained 
during the past year and is the most 
important factor in the improvement 
of conditions.in lumbering. 

“The value of Canadian mineral 
production established a new high 
record in 1936, amounting to approxi- | 


mately $350 million compared with 
$312 million in 1935. The prospects 
of the Canadian mining industry are, 
more favorable than at any time in|! 
the past. 

“Throughout the manufacturing: in- 
dustries of Canada, volume of pro- 
duction has been above the level 
which prevailed in 1926 and in 
October reached the highest point ¥| 
corded since July 1929.

they must be made if the system is 
to survive. With Communism, Fasc- 
ism and Nazism in competition, in- 
dividualism will survive only if the 
benefits wh'ch it provides to the com- 
munity continue to. be greater than 
those conferred upon people living 
under other organizations of society. 

“If we would set an example to 
the world we must manifest that 
unusual degree of self-control which 
restrains booms and thus avoids sub- 
sequent depressions. 


Money 


‘It is for this reason then that 
the present monetary situation is an 
outstanding challenge to economic 
individualism. Can a popular gov- 
ernment, such as that in the United 
States, for instance, deal effectively 
with the monetary situation? The 
revaluation of gold by the United 
States and the reduction in the gold 
value of other currencies, made al- 
most unanimous this past year by 
the capitulation of the European gold 
bloc introduced a dynamic inflation- 
ary force into world economy. It is 
encouraging to note that this poten- 
tiality seems to be understood by the 
monetary authorities in the United 
States and that they are taking 
definite action. The world has not 
previously experienced a period when 
borrowing rates have been so low for 
so long a time. If continued on this 
basis an unhealthy and artificial situ- 
ation will develop. Easy money is a 
powerful force; it operates somewhat 
slowly but to wait until it is evident 
that speculation is out of hand will 
be to create conditiéns which can be 
corrected only by depression. In 
Some quarters we are asked to be- 
lieve that the increased government 
regulation of general economy may 
make it possible to continue low in- 
terest rates more or less indefinitely. 
I feel strongly that this view is not 
correct and that the action now being 
taken is by no means premature. By 
use, if necessary, of the huge re- 
serves already accumulated it will 
be possible to prevent any serious 
interruption in recovery. It is surely 
better that we maintain the upward 
trend for a prolonged period and that 
recovery shall proceed in an orderly 
manner, with the minimum of en- 
couragement to irresponsible specu- 
lation. We must on no account allow 
recovery to degenerate into boom— 
the forerunner of depression. In- 
dividualistic economy will stand or 


; fall, depending upon its ability to 


prevent depressions. 


General Manager’s Address 

In reviewing the annual balance 
sheet, Mr. S. G. Dobson, General 
Manager, referred with satisfaction 
to an increase of $54,668,757 in total 
assets, which now aggregate $855,- 
588,457, and to an increase in de- 
posits during) the year of $56,579,909.

Current Loans Situation 
“The demand for loans in Canada

| there have been indications during 


the last few months of increased re- 
quirements for business purposes. 
While advances under the heading of 
Current Loans in Canada decreased 
$41,251,783 during the year, this 
does not mean that the requirements 
of our ordinary borrowers were that 
much smaller, The reduction is fully 
accounted for by repayment of two 
special loans, namely, about $33,000,- 
000 due by the Wheat Board liqui- 
dated principally through the sale of 
surplus stocks of wheat held under 
Government control, and the repay- 
ment of approximately $10,000,000 
due by the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
being our participation in the loan to 
that company’ made by the chartered 
banks of Canada under Dominion 
Government guarantee. 

“I give this information to correct 
an impression which casual consider- 
ation of this item in our Balance 
Sheet might create, that is, that 
business is still undergoing a process 
of liquidation. 

“In this connection it is interest- 
ing to note that total commercial 
loans in Canada of all banks are 
only 50.46% of the amount outstand- 
ing at the end of 1929, 

“Due to increased volume of busi- 
ness, I am pleased to report an im- 
provement in Profits of $201,492. 
While not large, this is an encourag- 
ing trend. 

Improvement in Business 

A review of conditions in Canada 
and other countries in which the 
bank has branches, indicates a de- 
finite improvement in business in 
Canada and in practically all of the 
foreign countries in which we. are 
represented, Business is undoubtedly 
on the upgrade, arid I look forward 
to 1937 with a greater feeling of 
confidence than has been justified 
for some years.

Wrecks In Gale-Lashed Seas Cause 
Many Deaths 

London.— Winter, tightening an icy 
grip over Europe, left many villages 
snowbound and was believed the 
cause of at least 51 deaths in gale- 
lashed seas. 

Twenty-five persons drowned when 
a German ship sank in a Baltic bliz- 
zard, Twenty others were lost in the 
wreck of the Finnish steamship Sav- 
anmaa off Norway's southern coast. 
Two French fishing boats were re- 
ported foundered with loss of six 
men, 

Snow storms swept Scandinavia, 
most of Germany, eastern France 
and northern England. Huge waves 
pounded the coast of Britain and 
France along the English channel and 
the Atlantic. 

The 2,288-ton Russian steamship 
Iimen wirelessed she was drifting 
near the Shetland Islands, her rud- 
der gone. A salvage ship put out to 
help her. 

The Norwegian mailboat Venus 
saved 19 men from the Norwegian 
freighter Trym in the North Sea and 
started for Newcastle. 

Passengers from a British mail

NEED A REVISION 
OF COST OF LIVING 
INDEX METHODS 


Ottawa.—Survey and revision of 
the “theoretical and impractical” 
methods used in compiling the living 
cost index published by the labor de- 
partment and frequently referred to 
in wage disputes was urged upon the 
Dominion government by the Domin- 
ion joint legislative committee of the 
ir.ternational railroad brotherhoods, 

In the recent hearings before the 
conciliation board, whose report is 
expected soon, it was claimed repre- 
sentatives of the employees had been 
piaced at a considerable disadvant- 
age by being confronted with “unre- 
liable statistics compiled from somie- 
vhat antiquated methods,” which did 
not reflect actual conditions and so 
c.uld not be a reliable basis for wage 
edjustments. 

The Canadian cost of living indices 
are merely estimates and not founded 
on comprehensive budgetary studies, 
the committee claimed. Recent, de- 
tailed studies of consumption habits 
of the workers are lacking; instead, 
estimates are made, based on frag- 
mentary and often out-of-date budget 
investigations.

To Combat Influenza 
Doctor Advises Best Thing Is To 
Build Up Resistance 

Toronto..-Changes in weather re- 
act neither favorably nor adversely 
on influenza, says Dr. John T. Phair 
of the Ontario department of health: 

“There is no foundation for the 
presumption that cold weather checks 
the spread of influenza and the germ 
is not lying around on slushy pave- 
ments,” he said. “The. disadvantage 
of wet feet is offset by exposure in 
extra cold weather. 

“The important thing is devising 
some scheme of raising resistance to 
the disease,” he said. “The germ is 
in the nose and throat of a carrier or 
patient, and is passed on to some ex- 
posed individual, usually by a cough.” 

Outbreaks of influenza were re- 
ported small in most districts. Most 
cases were of a mild nature, The 
death toll for the province stood at 
seven, five of which were in Toronto.

This was 
eeonomically impossible, he contended, and 
financial difficulties were inevitable. 

“The consuming countries,” said Mr Darby, 
“have adopted policies of restricting grain im- 

ports by means of tariffs, quotas and milling 
restrictions partly asa result of their experi- 
ence with war time food supplies, and partly 
again, we believe, from fear that a combination 
of producers in exporting countries, considered 
individually and collectively, would result in 
an era of unduly high prices attained by artific- 
ial means and. not resulting from natural 
causes.” 

Later, Mr Darby said Canada’s worst. ex- 
ternal troubles grew from “ efforts to make a 
country, the chief wealth of which lies in the 
possession and production of raw materials and 
foodstuffs, into a self-sufficient, self-sustaining 
and industrial | nation.” 

Mr Reid, submitting the brief for country 
elevators, pointed out there were 5698 country 
elevators with total capacity of 198 million bu. 
in Western Canada. Economic functions of the 
country elevator “are those of a merchant, a 
warehouseman and producer’s agent,” he said. 

“Thru all the years of depression, when 
elsewhere many financial institutions had to 
suspend payments, no elevator has ever refused 
to purchase the farmer’s grain, and cash tickets 
issued in payment have always been immedi- 
ately transferred into spot cash.”
